To-day ia both Whit Monday and Empire Das. and though the 
majority of residents have been enjoying a littl relaxation from 
every day business cares it is only fitting that we of a British 
Colony should give a few moments thought tothe larger signife 
cance of the day. It is a day that bad its origin in the time of 
Victoria the Good, during whose long reign was accomplished so 

“much consolidation and extension of the Empire of which all 
’ ‘Britishers are go justly prood. And itis a pride that arises no: so 
much because of the power that the possession of territory fives. 
ba: becanse where British iniluence baa spread there also has spread 
civilisation and justice. Britons can justly boast of what has been 
accomplished by them. but it js nor our intention here to become 
self-landatory. Neither do we wish tu speak aboot purely British 
matters.. The world is in chaotic state and in the great task of 
bringing peace. order and prosperity once more into their rightful 
place our Empire has its responsible share. Let ua Jook for a while 
“+ at what it is trying to do, in the hope that theexamination will give 
ua a better understanding of the essentials Of the time. : 

One's attention naturally focusses itself on Europe first because it
